Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4-7, 10, 1 1, 15, 16 and 22-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The best prior art of record, Heiks (US 2002/0025107), teaches an optical fiber switch 
(Figs. 1 and 4, and par. [0024]) with a first plate and a second plate movable relative to the first 
plate and the surface of a base, each plate having grooves to hold optical fibers, and the base has 
a groove in the surface to hold a positioning rod to position the first and second plates. 

However, the prior art of record, alone or in combination, fails to teach or reasonably 
suggest the additional limitation of the switch having the second plate movable in a direction 
transverse to the longitudinal axis of the positioning rod as required by each combination of 
claims 22 and 26. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 10, 1 1, 15, 16, 23-25 and 27-29 are allowed by virtue of their dependency.
